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CALIFORNIA PIONEER DAYS 

Edith Tracy, ’24 


C ALIFORNIA was young, very young, and beautiful with 
a wild, rugged beauty that made the pioneer’s heart sing 
and his soul aspire to better, greater things. Mountains, 
snow-capped, traced o’er by creeks of purest crystal water, green 
with trees; valleys, sunlit, fragrant, and fertile; deserts with 
their strange power of fascination; and a seacoast incomparable. 

Cities of today such as San Francisco, Sacramento, and 
others of Spanish origin, were, even then, quite populous; but 
many of the mountain valleys were uninhabited, unknown; 
others were settled by a mere handful of people. One of these 
last lay shut away from the rest of the world between two moun¬ 
tain ranges. Two hundred white settlers together with a small 
tribe of Piute Indians made up the total population of the whole 
valley. The Indians seemed on the best of terms with the white 
settlers, and the “mahalas” did washing and housework for the ) 
white families. Like the negroes in the South, they adopted the 
name of the family for whom they worked; and, in the hearts 
of the white children, they filled the place taken by the negro 
mammy in the South. 

However, in spite of this good will, some of the more warlike 
among the Indians were not content; the “pale faces’’ were steal¬ 
ing their country. A council was called, and the chief addressed 
his braves. 

“My people have made known to me their desire. The pale 
faces have stolen our land. We must have their blood. What 
say you, my braves?” 

A long and heated discussion followed, for many of the In¬ 
dians had dear friends among the white people. It was, never¬ 
theless, decided that the entire white population should be mas¬ 
sacred. All plans were made, and the night was decided upon. 
Then from among them rose a tall, erect, lithe young warrior 
with a face as cold and expressionless as that of any of his 
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elders. All eyes turned to him, and the assembly hushed as he 
spoke. 

“Tinemaha will not fight the white men,” he said in a low, 
passionless voice, ‘‘Tinemaha is the white man’s friend.” With 
this, he turned and stalked out of the council. 

Everyone in the valley knew of the friendship of Tinemaha 
for George Baker. The two boys, one Indian, one white, had 
grown up together. Each preferred the other’s company to that 
of anyone of his own race. Now Tinemaha defied his chief, re¬ 
fused to fight, and became an outcast from his tribe. 

There was another loyal heart in the Indian war council, 
but he said not a word. However, when night came, he was off. 
How the miles flew under his pony’s nimble hoofs ! All night he 
rode; and, before morning dawned, he had warned every family 
in the valley; all knew of the attack to be made in less than 
twenty-four hours. 

While in the Indian camp preparations were being made 
for the raid, in the homes of the white settlers all was excite¬ 
ment—suppressed excitement; for there was no time to be lost 
in idle talk, or fruitless action. They must be prepared for the 
Indian attack. All day families from more distant parts of the 
valley rode in the cumbersome farm wagons and straggled into 
the fort. By nightfall all the women and children were gathered 
into the fort, a typical frontier fort called by the proud settlers 
Fort Independence. The horses, cattle, and sheep were rounded 
up near the fort; and the men were prepared for the attack. No 
one slept that night; all awaited with tense nerves the Indians’ 
coming. Eleven o’clock, twelve, one—and the watch outside saw 
first one, two, then three of the outlying homes burst in quick 
succession, into flames. 

The Indians, in order to reach the main settlement, had to 
pass by the fort. As they neared that dark and apparently empty 
building, they were surprised by a volley of shots. Out of the 
old fort poured the pioneers, in the darkness seeming twice their 
number. The Indians turned to flee, but their assailants followed 
in pursuit. The course of the chase ran directly to the lake. 
Down, down to the very brink the white men drove their enemies 
and into the still, calm water; there to meet death. Few escaped. 

Peace reigned once more; and old Joe Bowers, who had 
warned the people—given them life as they chose to express it— 
bcame the most petted and pampered old Indian in many a mile; 
for the gratitude of the settlers knew no bounds. Anything of 





theirs could be his for the asking. Many years—he lived to the 
ripe old age of five score and ten—old Joe was made welcome 
wherever he went, beloved of old and young alike. 

Still, the Indian women went out to do the washing and 
housework; and a picturesque scene they made, walking in 
groups of four and five through shady village streets, dressed 
in the brightest of calico dresses. Among them, should we look 
very carefully, we should find an old acquaintance—Tinemaha. 
You are surprised, I know; but that is his punishment: forever 
to associate only with women, wear women’s clothes, and do 
women’s work. Day in and day out, slowly, slowly he serves out 
his life sentence.
